Frank Kowalski (D., Conn.), 
the ex-Army colonel, told the sub- 
committee that despite clear legal 
prohibitions against using enlisted 
men as servants “practically every 
general and admiral who occupies 
public quarters has two, three, four 
and sometimes five enlisted men 
working as. full-time servants, 
available to cut the grass, polish 
the floors, wash windows and serve 
canapes ... polish the officer’s pri- 
vate automobile, do general house 
cleaning, including laundry, and 
take care of the dog.” 

Earlier, the group heard Rep. 
Charles E. Bennett (D., Fla.) urge 
passage of his bill that would cut 
out “dual staffing,” where well-paid 
officers and civilians are doing the 
same job and making the same de- 
cisions. He said that his bill, based 
on a Hoover Commission recom- 
mendation, was called unnecessary 
by the Defense Department but that 
the Comptroller General—“a more 
detached observer”—said the bill 
would bring needed progress. 





Bennett said the Hoover Com- 





mission found duplicate military- 
civilian’ personnel in 16,000 jobs, 
costing an unnecessary payroll of 
$110,000,000 annually,

8000 Pro Pay Jobs 
Not Filled 


W ASHINGTON—The Army reported this 
week that it would end the current fiscal 
‘surplus” of 8000 proficiency 
payments which will allow it to hand out 
more extra pay during the 1960 fiscal year. 

At the same time, it was revealed by 


Maj. Gen. Robert W. Porter, Jr., 
director of military personnel man- 
agement in the office of the Dep- 
uty Chief of Staff for Personnel, 
that MOS testing for proficiency 
pay purposes will be stepped up in 
August. 


The original target date set by 
the Army was to have 28,800 pro- 
pay awards made during the cur- 
rent fiscal year ending on 30 June. 
The number that actually will be 
made by that time will be approxi- 
mately 20,800, it was said, leaving 
the estimated 8000 surplus. 


“That is all to the good,” Gen. 
Porter stated. “This is a new pro- 
gram, and it was better to go 
slowly than to jump in and make 
an excessive number of awards 
which we later might have had to 


take away.” 
o * * 


AS A MATTER of fact, the pro- 
posal to give 28,800 pro-pay 
awards during the current fiscal 
year was always an optimum figure. 
The real target was to reach a total 
of 57,600 pro-pay grants by the end 
of the 1960 fiscal year ending 30 
June 1960. 

Gen. Porter predicted that the 
57,600 goal would be reached. He 
added: 

“The 8000 payments not made 
during the current fiscal year are 
NOT lost. They will be used by the

New Commo Sets Link 
STRAC, U.S. in 4 Hours 


WASHINGTON. — STRAC units 
will be able to talk with Wash- 
ington or any other major Army 
headquarters within four hours of 
landing on-Foreign shores, through 
a new communications system 
specifically designed for “brush 
fire” wars, the Army revealed this 
week. 

“Tt took time, too much time,” 
said Col. George P. Sampson, chief 
of the Army Signal Corps Com- 
munications Services Division, “to 
jerry-build from available tactical 
equipment a four-channel teletype 
eommunications. system for the 
Lebanon landing.” 

The new “strategic communica- 
tions system” will permit command- 
ers 12 teletype circuits and two 











voice circuits within four hours of 
landing the new AN/TSC-16 from 
three C-124 cargo planes. 

The first four sets have already 
been delivered to the Army by 
Adler Electronics, Inc., only six 
months after the equipment was 
ordered. More sets are to be built. 

The 519th Signal Co., at Fort 
Gordon, Ga., a STRAC unit, is al 
ready equipped with the TS-16, has 
been training with it and is ready 
to put it into operation if sent 
overseas. 

The other three sets will be 
stationed as follows: One on the 
West Coast, two overseas. Addition-

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in Goods Move

WASHINGTON.—A top De- 
partment of Defense official 
told Army Times ‘exclusively 
this week that.there should be 
a decision soon on a “modi- 
fied” plan to allow officers 
and EM to choose their own 
transfer company to move 
household goods on permanent 
change of station, 

“We ought to have a decision on 
the course of action in a couple of 
weeks,” said Earl Smith, Defense 
director of Transportation and Pe- 
troleum. 


Mr. Smith also said Defense 
probably will launch a long-range 
study to determine whether move- 
ment of all household goods of the 
military should be put on a “com- 
muted rate system.” 

Under a commuted rate plan, a 
member of the military would be 
given a flat money allowance for 
movement of household goods on 
receiving a PCS. What money he 
could save out of the sum, if any, 
he could pocket as a sort of “fringe 
benefit.” 

“We would like to know what 
members of the military think 
about a commuted rate system,” 
Smith declared. 

It was pointed out that a flat 
allowance might provide an in- 
centive .to hold down on move- 
ment of household goods - since 
every pound saved would mean 
money in the pocket of the family 


Gl ‘Gift’ 
Abuses 
Cited | 


WASHINGTON. — The Depart- 
ment of the Army this week or- 
dered overseas commanders to 
tighten up issuance of DD Form 
427 allowing troops abroad to send 
home duty-free gifts of less than 
$50 in value. 





DA warned in Circular 55-29 
that: 
“Abuse ... by a few may result 


in loss of 
servicemen.” 

Two of the greatest abuses were 
cited as follows: 

® Use of the forms by military 
personnel on shipments of merchan- 
dise being sent to friends or rela- 
tives for safe-keeping for their own 
later use, and not as bona fide 
gifts. 

® Military- personnel abroad pur- 
chasing and mailing merchandise 
as duty-free gifts to friends and 
relatives who actually order and 
pay for the articles. 

It was pointed out that the law 
allowing duty-free shipment of gifts 
under $50 value was enacted as “a 
morale measure,” or fringe benefit 
It is always subject to expiration 
or cancellation or failure to renev 
it by Congress.

“It is, therefore, incumbent

Only 
those who score 90 or better in two 
or more aptitude areas of the lat- 
ter. battery are accepted for induc 
tion.” 

The Army said that “procedures 
implementing the law” went into 
effect 4 Aug. 1928. From that date 
through February 1959, it said, a 
total of 66,821 Mental Group IV 
draftees have been tested at ex- 
amining stations with the ACB 
scoring method. This, of course, 
does not include those 70,000 or 
more screened out of the Army 
through application of the ACB.

George R. Mather, Deputy Director 
of the Army’s Military Personnel 
Management, this week counted 
the blessings of the Enlisted Man- 
agement Program and said that 
they “well have a beneficial’ im- 
pact on the Army as a whole and 
should increase the attractiveness 
of the Army as a career.”

— Traditions” 
and seventeen-year-olds are 
seldom synonomous. 

But on May 14, however, as 
the United States Women’s 
Army Corps celebrates its 
seventeenth anniversary, it is 
evident that even at this age 
the Corps has absorbed the tradi- 
tions, customs and courtesies of 
the United States Army. It has 
also a few of its own. 

“Duty-Country-Honor” has been 
the Army’s' code of conduct for 
184 years. The 17-year history of 
the Women’s Army Corps proves 
that America’s women in the Army 
accept and abide by this code. 

Each woman who volunteers for 
the WAC is taught this code from 
her earliest days in the Corps. 
Seven hours of her eight-week 
basic training are devoted to in- 
struction in the achievements and 
traditions of the Army alone. 
These classes, plus another two 
hours of “Code of Conduct” ex- 
plain to her the why and the how 
of the Army’s code. 

The brand new Wac’s initia- 
tien into the Army is her “pin- 
ning,” a ceremony adapted by 
the Corps from the old American 
eollege custom. On the first day 
ef her basic training, the act 
ef pinning on her “brass” for 
the first time marks her as one 
of the Army’s own. As she 
stands with her platoon mates 
and fastens the distinctive “U. 
S.” and “Pallas Athene” insignia 
on her uniform collar, she takes 
her initial step towards soldier- 
hood, and all its history of devo- 
tion to duty. 

Every action she is required to 
perform thereafter is designed to 
teach her a new understanding of 
and a deeper appreciation for the 
United States, with emphasis upon 
aer particular role in the Army’s 
mission. 

Shining her shoes she learns to 
take pride in her appearance as 
one of Uncle Sam’s soldiers. “Buff- 
ing” the barracks floor or drilling 
yn the parade field are both les- 
sons she learns in self-discipline, 
the vital basis for teamwork.

IT IS NOT long before the new 
trainee realizes that her everyday 
actions have a greater meaning. 
Consequently, she is especially 
honored when she is named to the 
fiag detail to raise the flag at Rev- 
eille and to lower it at Retreat. 

Several weeks later, the recruit’s 





self-discipline and sense of pride 


bring a new goal into her life. 
She, along with each recruit in her 
company, sets her heart on win- 
ning the Green Guidon at the Regi- 
mental Competitive Review held 
each month on the WAC Center 
parade field. When she marches 
before the massed troops to re- 
ceive the honorary green pennant 
in exchange for the usual yellow 
one, she knows that she has 
achieved the ultimate in disci- 
plined. teamwork. 

Not all her traditions and cus- 
toms are strictly military, however. 
Her Corps has certain traditions 
which are indicative of the wom- 
an’s touch to the man’s world. At 
Christmas, she attends a tree-light- 
ing ceremony on the parade field 
and perhaps places a gift for a 
poor child beneath it. Her com. 
pany will sponsor church services 
on Sunday at the WAC Chapel and 
she may serve as an usher then. 
On Halloween, she will hear and 
see the famous 14 and 1/8th WAC 


Band perform at Marchout. Later, 
she will learn that the players 
are NOT members of the 14th 


Army Band (WAC) but permanent 
party enlisted women who have 
a yen for showbusiness and a flair 
for fun. 

If she happens to be in training 
when a commanding officer de- 
parts for a new assignment, she 
may help carry a sign wishing her 
“Au Revoir” at Marchout. She will 
plant and tend flowers in her com- 
pany area and at Battalion Head- 
quarters. She will march in the 
annual torchlight parade and help 
cut the anniversary cake in May. 

And, of course, she will decorate 
her “dayroom” for her graduation 
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duty.

EACH WAC also has her very 
own special niche for her WAC 
traditions and history—the WAC 
Museum.

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Blocked Housing Bill 
Will Aid Servicemen

In the 7ist Congress, Rep. Moore of Virginia said on the floor of 
the House, “In April I introduced. a-resolution which was sent to the 
cemetery which is operated by the gentleman from Kansas, Mr. Camp- 
bell, the chairman of the Rules comniittee, a cemetery where all 
Democratic measures are interred.” 

The old burial ground is still in operation and still burying 
Democratic measures, although-the majority, unlike the 71st Congress 
of 30 years ago, is now Democratic. But steps are expected to be taken 
soon to disinter one Democratic measure: the housing bill. 

The military services have nothing to do with the reasons for 
holding up the bill but they have plenty to gain if it is considered and 
passed. It includes an extension of the Capehart program, the possible 
use of Capehart funds to build recreational facilities for service children, 
more liberal mortgages for service people buying homes with FHA 
loans, and extended veteran housing benefits. 

The Rules committee got its vast powers over legislation, originally, 
to protect and enforce the desires of the majority. Despite all the grum- 
blings about it, the committee almost always gets majority support and 
can be rendered ineffective without the backing of the majority. The 
majority is always hesitant to move against its Rules committee. 

But right now the majority is getting very impatient with its Rules 
committee. By a tie vote, the committee is holding up the housing 
bill. The four Republicans on the committee and two Democrats, 
Chairman Howard W. Smith (Va.) and William M. Colmer (Miss.) 
voted not to report the bill. The other six Democrats want to bring 
it to the floor. : 

The most probable method of by-passing the Rules cemmittee is 
“Calendar Wednesday,” when the Speaker can recognize the chairman 
of the Banking and Currency committee to call up the bill. Other 
methods that can be used are a discharge petition, which requires 219 
signatures (a majority of the House) or a motion to suspend the rules, 
which would require a two-thirds vote for passage. 

Either of the first two methods could work if Speaker Sam Rayburn 
gives the word. The Speaker promised House liberals in January, 
in exchange for giving up an attempted change of the rules, that he 
would not let the housing bill get pigeonholed this year as happened 
last year. He is reported ready to make good on his promise. 

The political issue that is holding up the bill is low cost public 
housing, which is opposed by Republicans and by Southern conservatives 

The bill, if passed, would extend the Capehart program a year, 
let $200 per unit of Capehart money be used for recreational facilities, 
and provide $150 million in direct loans to veterans in rural areas. 
Servicemen who buy homes under FHA mortgages—for which Uncle 
Sam pays the half percent insurance premium—could get loans up to 
$20,000. Present maximum is $17,100. The bill raises FHA interest 
rates from 4% to 5% percent. This is in addition to the half-percent 
insurance premium.

Cash for Ideas 


The Coast Guard has just put into opera- 
tion a program of cash awards for its unt- 
formed members who contribute ideas or 
mechanical innovations calculated to save 


time and money. 

This newspaper has long advocated that 
some such program for service people be set 
up to parallel that for civilians’ work—for the 
military departments. We hope that the other 
services will watch the progress of the Coast 
Guard’s program and the somewhat similar 
one being tested by the Air Force. 

Both are now financed by nonappropri- 
ated “welfare” money, but we feel sure that 
ultimately the entire Defense Department is 
going to adopt the cash-for-ideas plan for 
people in uniform and that it will ask Con- 
gress to put the taxpayers’ money behind it. 

The first awards were not large—a total 
of $615 went to four men—but they were a 
start, and far better appreciated by the win- 
ners and their families, we suspect, than the 
usual three-day pass or letter of commenda- 
tion. 

Whether money should be paid in this 
way for valuable suggestions really depends 
upon the answers to two questions: 

@ Are cash awards needed to spur ideas? 

@ Is it proper to make such awards? 

It appears to us that the answer to the 
first question is “yes.” True, the men who 
won thiese first awards probably would have 
come up with their ideas had there been no 
award system. But the primary source of 
many good ideas is the man on the job with 
which they are related. And, human nature 
being what it is, many such men are not go- 
ing to bother, unless there is an incentive for 
them to work up their suggestions and pre- 
sent them possibly in the face of local 
inertia. 

There also is the fact that the civilian 
employee system of “beneficial suggestions” 
has produced tremendous dividends, if one is 
to believé the publicity periodically issued by 
the departments. It is illogical to assume that 
a military system will work the same way? 

rhe second question is’ not answered so 
simply. We have been told that cash awards 
just do not fit in with the military s\ 
of medals and commendations. 

That’s debatable. Decorations, especially 
for heroism, are usually well-earned (or over- 
earned). But commendations are handed out 
pretty lavishly. Rather rare is the officer or 
man who leaves a job he’s done well and cap- 
ably without a commendation stuck in his 
fist. That's all right; why shouldn’t the fact 
that a man has done his job well be made 
a part of his record? 

But the ideas we have in mind as de- 
serving cash awards are apart from the 
proper accomplishment of one’s job. They 
represent, so to speak,a rising above the job, 
for they usually improve the time-honored 
way of doing it. Unless the commendations- 
are to be made by the service secretaries 
themselves—which would force all ideas into 
Washington for evaluation — a local com- 
mendation is not distinctive enough. 

Nor is promotion the answer. Promotions 
should always be based on fitness to perform 
the duties of the new grade, and upon no 
other factor—certainly not upon an idea, may- 
be the only one which the suggester ever had 
or will have

APPROXIMATELY two years ago, an 
extensive campaign was waged by the Sig- 
nal Corps recruiting top-graded EM to 
switch career fields to meteorology by 
being sent to a 22 week school in weather 
observing at the Air Force Weather School, 
Chanute Air Force Base, Ill. This is the 
same school that trains all Air Force weath- 
er personnel and the one that trained the 
airmen that are to be sent to Fort Lewis, 
Wash., to furnish support to Army troops. 

The reason the Signal Corps gave for 
this extensive campaign in their. publicity 
was that this career field was the most criti- 
cal one in the Signal Corps and offered as 
inducements to come into the program un- 


limited promotion opportunities, choice as- 
signments, a top eritical MOS, ete. 

At the present time our unit has over 
50 EM with MOS of 905.1 and 905.6 as- 
signed to it. Of this mumber over 15 
(905.6) are graduates from the Air Force 
Weather School at Chanute and the others 
(905.1) are graduates of a move abbreyi- 
ated and basie course conducted «at Fort 
Monmouth, N.J. by the Signal Corps. 

Of this complete group, some of whom 
graduated from ‘the schools at Fort Mon- 
mouth as far back as four years or more 
ago and others who were among the first to 
go fo school at Chanute, not one has done 
over 10 days work within the realm of 
the MOS of a 905.1 or 905.6. 

Promotion-wise, there has been one 
promotion from E-46 to E-7. The lower 
grades have been. promoted regularly and 
overseas assignments are in the preferred 
areas. :

THE WHOLE PURPOSE of writing 
this is not to complain about promotion or 
duty assignments but to point out the 
fact that not one of us who have the MOS 
of 905.1 or 905.6 has been used by the 
Army within the fields covered during the 
school training we have received in this 
MQS. Any association our duty assign- 
ment has with “weather” is strictly by 
happenstance, not by intent. 

Here, again, is just another case of the 
Army selling a program, spending a con- 
siderable sum of money to train person- 
nel in a highly skilled field, and then nev- 
er using them in their MOS. 

The crowning blow is to see where 
Air Force men are being assigned to 
do another job at another major Army 
installation for which many Army men 
were trained to perform in the same Air 
Force school.

ALL OF THIS information about old and new 
beards came to my attention recently after I ran across 
an old article on pogonotomy (the science of shaving) in 
the Journal 6f the American Medical Association. It 
tells about an experiment ,conducted by one Elbridge 
J. Casselman, a Pittsburgh shavin® expert who now 
designs razors and blades for the Gem people down 
in Staunton, Va. 

Casselman spent four years of his own and the 
Mellon Institute’s time in an effort to find out how to 
shave.- He rounded up 31 men (20 blonds and 11 
brunets) and -he made them follow his instructions 
each morning in front of the bathroom. mirror. The 
shaving experiment was conducted as scientifically as 
possible and his report is full of such sentenees as 
“the time required to soften hair by aqueous solutions 
was studied by measuring the rate of elongation of 
the hair when stressed with 16 Kg. per square milli- 
meter of load, being immersed in a test liquid .. .” 

The experiments showed that beards grow almost 
a half inch a month, with growth somewhat speeded 
in the summer; being a blond or brunet has little to 
do with the toughness of the beard; the average man 
shaves about*16,000 times; the reason it’s tougher to 
shave around the point of the chin and under the nose 
is because the hairs grow closer together there; and 
the skin that ,comes. off during a shave has naturally 
disintegrated’ and would normally be washed away 
anyway.

AFTER cutting away the scientific terminology, 
here are Casselman’s. conclusions on how to get a good 
shave: 

The most important part of the shave is the prepa- 
ration of the face. Wash the face with toilet soap 
and plenty of hot water (about 115 degrees Fahrenheit), 
Casselman says, lathering away for at least a half. min- 
ute, then rinsing. ‘ 

This removes sweat, sebum and grit, which might 
damage the blade. Then, says the article, rub in some 
shaving soap with your hand, using copious amounts 
of hot water, for about three minutes. Put shaving 
cream on over the. soap. 

When the face is good and lathered, find some- 
thing else to do. He suggests brushing the teeth or 
reloading the razor. The longer the soap and water 
remain in contact with the beard; the softer the beard 
gets and the easier the shave. 

Keep the face and razor wet all the time, the arti- 
cle continues, shaving the easier parts of the face first 
so that (the tougher parts will continue to benefit from 
the soap and water. Rinse and splash on your favorite 
lotion.

Bird Cage 


A FEW weeks ago there was a session at the Air 


Force’s Ballistic Missile Division at Inglewood, 
Calif., during which Air Force and industry discussed 
operations on the moon. The overall discussion cen- 


tered around this theme: By 1968 we are likely to 
either have or need a base on the moon. How do we 
go about it? 

I was not present at that meeting. If I had been, 
1 would probably have to keep quiet about it now. A 
transcript of the proceedings has not [2 ia 
been released, as far as I know, but 
it has been stated that most of the 
discussion -centered on the problems 
of how to reach the moon with 
manned vehicles and how to accom- 
plish a “soft” landing. 

To my mind it is even more in- 
teresting to think about the problem 
of what has to be done after the 
landing. In other words, how do 
you build a house’ on the moon? ‘ 
Well, obviously it would have to be 
a pre-fabricated shouse. which has LEY 
been taken along. But aside from this conclusion, 
what kind of house would it be? What would it have 
to do?

THE TROUBLE IS that some details of the lunar 
landscape are still not known. However, the main 
facets .of what is now called the “lunar environment” 
are clear. At the equator the sun will heat the rock 
to about the boiling point of water in the course of the 
two-week lunar “day.” At night the rock is @xpected 
to cool off to something like 80 to 100 degrees below 
zero. But this is at the equator only. If the landing 
site is at a latitude which, on earth, would be called 
“temperate” the nights will still be just as cold, but 
the days won’t be so hot. 

The general location, then, would be picked with 
the maximum daytime temperature in mind; it is always 
easier to heat a building than to cool it.. Otherwise 
the main function of the moon house would be to keep 
the air in.- Only 20 years ago astronomers were unani- 
mous in asserting that there is no atmosphere on the 
moon, And when they said “no atmosphere” they 
meant none at all. There was a space-vacuum, direct- 
ly touching the rock if a vacuum may be said to touch 
something. 

We know a little more now. The lunar rock must

I do not have available the research facilities to 
determine how many cups of coffee could be made from 
a pound of the stuff. But I seem to remember that it is 
about 40. 

Without going through my calculations, I can reveal 
that this implies that the U.S. requirements for coffee 
this year are more than 90 million pounds less than they 
were six years ago. This would be enough to bury the 
Pentagon under a mound of coffee as high as the Wash- 
ington Monument. 

_ By cutting the military, we deny our South American 
neighbors a market for their product. They become des- 
perate for money. They turn to Russia. 

Communism gets a foothold in South America. 

This creates a danger. To meet it, we must increase 
our military. forces. sé 

When this happens, the demand for coffee in the 
United States will again go up. Our South American 
neighbors will not need the help of Russia any more. We 
will begin to cut our forces again. 

The cycle will repeat. 

There is a point, however, at which all this could 
stabilize. The demand would be enough to support a 
price which would give a fair return on coffee. 

My crystal ball says that we should have a one-millioa 
man army. Lest you think that all this is ridiculous, 
let me point out that others also advocate a one-million 
man army.

THE METHOD | have used to reach the conclusion 
that national security requires us to have a one-million 
man Army is, in fact, no less ridiculous than the 
method used by any non-military group or individual to 
reach its conclusion. Only those directly charged with 
carrying out the Army’s mission are competent to de 
termine how large the Army ought to be. 

Problem: Those who decide how large the Army 
should be pay no more attention to the requirements 
developed by the Army than did I in deciding that we 
need a one-million man force. But they take themselves 
seriously.

contain radioactive substances and these, when they 
disintegrate, produce some heavy gases like krypton 
and xenon. In addition we know that there is a little 
volcanism on the moon on occasion, Volcanism produces 
carbon dioxide, another heavy gas. So the moon prob 
ably has a minor gaseous envelope, impossibly thin by 
our standards and also unbreathable by its chemical 
nature, 

This thin gaseous envelope is no help at all, as 
far as “air” is concerned, but it may act as a brake on 
cosmic dust grains which strike the moon. (This is 
one of the things we would like to know.) However, 
it won’t stop meteorites even the size of very small 
pebbles. 

To afford as much protection as possible against 
meteorite hits, the moon house should be near steep 
mountains which will protect it. A meteorite which 
falls vertically is likely to be a rare exception.

BUT IF THE expedition has found such a place, 
which should not be too difficult, where should tha 
moon house be located? On the ground? Here we 
are confronted with one more uncertainty. Virtually 
all astronomers are agreed that the surface of the moon 
is covered with dust, dust caused by meteorites by direct 
mechanical impact and also dust caused by cosmic rays 
which destroy rock in a more subtle manner. The dis- 
agreement is on the question of how much dust. 

Is it just a thin overlay? Is it a foot deep? Or, 
in places, a mile or more as some astronomers think? 
One suggestion that has been made is to design the 
moon house as if it were a boat so that it would “float” 
on even a deep dust layer. But such a design obvious 
ly would weigh more than a “normal” shape and every 
pound of it still has to be taken to the moon and will 
cost a large amount of fuel. 

Since we cannot be certain about the depth of 
the dust layer in a given spot before landing, but have 
to design and build the house before we know that, 
I am suggesting a “bird cage design.” The house can 
simply be tacked to a steep mountain wall like a bird 
cage. It does have to be high above the ground, just 
as long as it does not touch it. And above the bird 
cage house there could be a metal “awning” as pro 
tection against meteorites and falling rock splinters. 

Fortunately there is one point which causes no 
trouble. The design can be quite light, since the 
gravitational pull of the moon is weak. Two hundred 
pounds of stainless steel will weigh only 32 ‘pounds on 
the moon, but will be just as strong as on earth.

Historical Quote 
Of the Week 


“We took a hell of a beat- 
ing”—“Vinegar Joe” Stilwell. 

Early in World War II we tried 
to help the British save Burma 
from the Japanese. Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek placed his Fifth 
and Sixth Chinese Armies at the 
disposal of Gen: Joseph W. Stilwell 
for that purpose. The effort failed 
dismally. On 17 May, 1942 Stilwell 
led his troops on.a long, tough 
march out.of Burma to New Delhi, 
India. —_ them were American 
troops and Army nurses, British 
forces which had been driven out 
of Mandalay on 1 May, and native 
Burmese troops. Stilwell had spent 
a lot of time in China and spoke 
Chinese fluently. For all his brist- 
ling manner and stringent dis- 
cipline, he was generally popular. 
-The 200-mile march was made 
mostly on foot, as the motor trans- 
port bogged down in the bad roads. 
Through terrible jungle terrain 
they had to make speed — their 
Japanese pursuers were only two 
days’ travel behind them. Once 
they were nearly entrapped. How- 
ever, when Stilwell reached New 
Delhi 20 days later — thoroughly 
angry and chagrined — he wanted 
to borrow some troops, go right 
back to Burma, and retake the 
country. But the time was not yet.

FORT RILEY, Kans.—The 
first seven weeks of the 
Army’s new accelerated train- 
ing program were completed

Morse Raps 
‘Escapism’ 
In Youth 


WASHINGTON — Americans 
have the same “escapism” attitude 
towards military service today as 
they did during the Civil War, Sen. 
Wayne Morse (D., Ore.) told a Sen- 
ate Veterans Affairs subcommittee 
last” week. 

During the Civil War, young men 
in the North could escape their 
military obligation by paying a fee 
of about $300 to someone else to 
serve in their place. While no 
figures are available, it is estimated 
that several thousand escaped the 
draft in this way. 

The Oregon lawmaker said there 
are many ways a young man can 
escape military service today. Ex 
amples are fathers, teachers, stu- 
dents with high IQ, men with low 
1Q, the physically unqualified, 
ministers, certain ‘critical skilled 
technicians and farmers.

Classroom instruction covers the 
key subjects that anyone entering 
upon arctic field duty must know. 
Construction of snow caves and 
igloos, use of snowshoes, proper 
use of Arctic clothing and equip- 
ment are only a few of these im- 
portant aspects of survival. 

Primary element of the course 
is a 3-day administrative bivouac 
where classroom theory is put to 
practical use.

less abandon, but a pattern develop- 
ed, and the “players” began to rely 
on telephonic communications, let- 
ters and other military forms of 
correspondence to get the message 
to the proper headquarters. 

Eagle-eyed controllers, instruc- 
tors and staff and faculty members 
of the PMG School were quick to 
spot mistakes and even quicker to 
visualize the probable results—if 
it had been actual war. 

Problems were worked out on 
maps, with the aid of manuals and 
standing operating procedures, ex- 
actly the same “tools of the trade” 
that a staff officer uses in war. No 
physical movement of supplies or 
troops took place.

tary posts west of the Bhsiesivgt River, marked its founding 


8 May. 

The Command and General Staff 
College has long been considered 
the keystone’in the educational sys- 
tem of the Army. 

In addition to the selected offic- 
ers of all branches of the U.S. mili- 
tary service a majority of the free 
nations of the world send officer 
personnel to the school to learn 
the latest me voy and doctrine 
for a modern Arm 


Rich in ccs lore, the post is 
the mecca of many. visitors who 
trace the branches of the Oregon 
and Santa Fe Trails which ran 
through the heart of the post. 
Founded to protect the “trading 
caravans and later the westward 
movement of the population, it be- 
came one of the most important 
Army posts on the western fringe 
of the early pioneer territory. 

Col. Henry Leavenworth with 
four companies of the 3d Regiment 
from Jefferson Barracks, Mo., se- 
lected the high ground overlooking 
the river as the site of the first per- 
manent cantonment. On 8 May 1827, 
a tent camp was pitched, soon fol- 
lowed by sma! log huts. 

The outline of the old canton- 
ment area can still be seen with 
remnants of a rebuilt stone wall 
which surrounded the area, It is 
known today as Sumner Place or 
the Main Parade. 

+ & * 

AS THE CENTER of the great 
Indian migration in the 1830s, the 
post found itself faced with keep- 
ing peace among the various tribes. 

In 1832 the post was officially 
designated a fort and was the head- 
quarters for the Army of the West 
under Gen. Stephen W. Kearney. It 
was the outfitting’ post for troops 
moving south during the Mexican 
War. 

In the early 1850s a young lawyer 
hung his shingle up in the smal] 
eommunity springing up near the 
fort. His name was William Tecum- 
seh Sherman, of later Civil War 
fame. Also a legend began when a 
youngster named William F. Buf- 
falo Bill) Cody started his career 
as a boy helper on the wagon and 
pack trains in the drea. 

For.a short period in 1854, Gov. 
\Andrew J. Reeder, first territorial 
governor for the Territory of Kan- 
sas, had offices located in a build- 
ing on the site now occupied by 
Pope Hall. 

During the Civil War, Camp Lin- 
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ite. a reception and induction cen- 
ter of that era, was established. 


IN 1881 the first pee was es- 
tablished, called “The School of 
Application for Cavalry and Infan- 
try.” Instrumental in ordering the 
beginning of such a school was Gen. 
William T. Sherman. The first 
classroom for the school is now the 





home of the Army National Bank 
and the Finance Offices. 

During War I the post became 
a,training ground for both draftees 
and new officers. Graduates of the 
college then found themselves be- 
ing placed in key eommand and 
staff positions of .brigades and di- 
visions. 

At the entry of the U. S. into War 
Il, Fort Leavenworth again as- 
sumed the role it had played in 
War I. Approximately 18,000 of. 
ficers, including Air Corps, Navy 
and Marine personnel were instruc- 
ted in generaf staff training to -neet

Also located at Fort Leavenworth 
is the U.S. Disciplinary Barracks, a 
joint Army-Air Force maximum se 
curity prison. It had its beginning 
in 1874. 

Today the post, occupying some 
6000 acrés of land on the Kansas 
side of the Kansas-Missouri border, 
is the scene of new construction 
and activity. In addition to the new 
academic building completed this

Also possible 
would be “split tanks,” with a fir- 
ing vehicle satellited on a control 
vehicle.

AT THE KEYNOTE ADDRESS, 
Army Secretary Wilber Brucker ap- 
peared to be challenging the cur- 
rent Administration policy of 
channeling the major portion of the 
Defense budget into “massive 
nuclear retaliation.” 

“Continuous expansion of forces 
needed for the effective deterrence 
of general war beyond the optimum 
required to engage selected tar- 
gets,” he said, “simply does not 
make sense. The ability to ‘over- 
kill’ does not contribute to deter- 
rence. If anything, expansion be- 
yond that required reduces our 
over-all deterrent effect because it 
absorbs resources needed by other 
elements which contribute to the 
general war deterrent and by 
forces which can be employed in 
cold and limited as well as general 
war situations.” 

In the equipment demonstrations, 
the Armor Board showed new “all 
fuel” engines which can burn 
kerosene, diesel fuel, gasoline, or 
other petroleum fuels. These are 
being developed to power trucks, 
tanks, APC’s, other military vehi- 
cles.

Morse asked: “Where have we 
parked our consciences when we 
can appropriate such sums for 
military hardware, and then balk 
at the fractional price of provid- 
ing the youths who man it with 
benefits to help them pick up 
their civilian lives.”

end of FY 1960 just as we origi- 
nally had planned.” 

Gen. Porter frankly answered a 
number of questions on proficiency 
payments in a talk with Army 
Times, The questions and answers 
follow: 

Q. Has the pro-pay system 
bogged down at the Department 
of the Army level or in the field? 

General Porter: “No.” 

Q. How many enlisted men 

have been tested under the MOS 
testing system? 
_ Gen. Porter: “Approximately 33,- 
000. An exact figure cannot be fur- 
nished due to the tight suspension 
date. But 33,000 would be about 
right.” 

Q. How many four-digit MOSs 
have been tested? 

Gen, Porter: “One hundred and 
five.” 

Q. Is there a “surplus” of allo- 
cated proficiency payments in 
some critical MOSs which have 
been tested? " 

Gen. Porter: “Yes, in most of 
the MOSs already tested there are 
insufficient eligible personnel to 
absorb all the payments available. 
Additional payments will be award- 
ed in these MOSs as personnel be- 
come available.” 

Q. In connection with that, 
might not it be beneficial to the 
Army since it would make criti- 
cal MOSs more attractive since 
men transferring to them would 
have an immediate shot at pro 
pay? 

General Porter: “Yes.” 

Q. Will all of the 28,800 pro- 
ficiency payments for this fiscal 
year be used? 

Gen. Porter: “Yes, they will be 
used, Not necessarily during FY 
1959 but prior to the end of FY 
1960.” 

Q. What will be the estimated 
carry-over of proficiency pay- 
ments into FY 19607 

Gen. Porter: “An 
8000.”

Q. Will theré be any step up, 
say in August, of the number 
of MOSs to be tested? 

Gen. Porter: “Yes.”

THE -GENERAL said that 46 
skills in 29 MOSs would be tested 
in August. This is more than double 
the 22 skills tested in the last go- 
around, 


“There’s one interesting thing,” 
Gen, Porter remarked. “The. NCOs 
and officers with whom I have 
talked told me they felt the tests 
were fair even though they are 
tough. They welcome the _pro- 
ficiency pay program and are solid- 
ly behind it.” 

Gen. Porter explained that the 
test questions are constantly being 
“policed” to make sure they keep 
pace with new equipment being 
fed into the modernization of the 
Army. 

He pointed out that the com- 
mander in the field has the final 
word in awarding pro-pay grants 
allocated by Washington. 

“We want to make proficiency 
pay a management tool for the 
commander,” the general stated. 
“Our concept of proficiency pay is 
to try to motivate people to keep 
in the hard skills, and also to stimu- 
late reenlistment in the Regular 
Army in all skills.” 

The Army started its pro-pay 
program last 1 November with 
award of 8211 interim payments of 
an extra $30 a month. Since 15 
March, it has been basing the 
awards on the MOS testing system.

Remagen Bridge Book Tells 
Of Ft. Ord SFC’s. Heroism 


FORT ORD, Calif. — De Lisio 
worked his way up to the first man 
on the bridge, a third of the way 


across, and shouted: “What’s the 
trouble? 

“Trouble? .. . can’t you see all 
that sniper fire?” 

“Why worry about a _ couple 
snipers?” De Lisio laughed. “If 


this bridge blows up we've got a 
whole battalion on it. Let’s get 
off. C’mon guys... 

This passage from Ken Heckler’s 
World War II book, ‘‘The Bridge 
at Remagen,” focuses on Fort 
Ord’s SFC. Joseph A. De Lisio, 
95th Engr. Bn, (Combat), one of 
the first Americans to cross the 
famed German bridge in pursuit of 
the retreating Germans that day of 
7 March, 1945. 

Remagen bridge was among the 
few bridges across the Rhine river 
still standing during the last days 
of the war. It was planned to cap- 
ture the town of Remagen then 
swing south to join Gen. George 
S. Patton’s Third Army, thus ef- 
fectively cutting off the Germans. 

There were no orders to take 
the bridge because it was believed 
the Germans would blow it up 


behind them as they retreated east- 


ward across the Rhine. When it 
was learned the bridge was still 
intact, the Army decided to take it. 


De Lisio, then platoon leader 
and platoon sergeant, 27th Armd. 
Inf. Bn.; 9th Armd. Div., was or- 
dered to clean up the north part 
of the town, near the river, with 
his 3d_ platoon He did, then 
worked his way toward the bridge. 
As they were about to cross, the 
Germans blew up part of the 
bridge. It was still standing so 
the order came to cross. On the

‘705 Brain’ 
Analyzed by 
Pre-thinker 


FORT JACKSON, S.C. — Ever 
wonder what makes an electronic 
brain tick? 

“If one understands certain basic 
underlying principles, it’s quite 
simple,” says Pvt. George Reese, 
Co. D, 11th Bn., 3d Tng. Reg., who 
is a highly trained programmer of 
the machine, 

“A programmer,” he explains, “is 
one who pre-thinks the various situ- 
ations through and instructs the 
machine as to what it must do with 
each bit of information as it is re- 
ceived.” 

After graduating from Sewanee 
Military Academy and Tulane Univ- 
ersity, Reese joined the financial 
accounting department of the 
Standard Oil Company, where he 
learned various accounting and cor- 
porate procedures. 

From this department, he was 
sent to the International Business 
Machine School to learn the opera- 
ting and procedural functions of 
the“705 electronic brain.” 

According to Reese, “Large scale 
industry finds it an increasing nec- 
essity to handle their mathematical, 
electrical, and accounting problems 
on these high speed computers.” 

+. * a 











THE FIRST of these electronic 
brains was designed and built for 
the Army to solve the complicated 
mathematical problems connected 
with rockets. It has been estimated 
that a “705 brain” can accomplish 
in one hour what it would take 50 
men one week to accomplish with 
desk computers. 

“The machine operates at the 
speed of electricity ‘and there are 
no moving parts,” he says “The 
unique feature of this machine is 
its ability to store information in- 
definitely and act upon it. This is 
called the “stored memory con- 
cept.” 

“The ‘monster’, besides having 
40,000 donut-shaped magnets, is 
composed of many component 
parts.” Some of the main parts are: 
10 tape drivers, which feed the ma- 
chine information, a central mem- 
ory unit, a central control panel 
and two high speed printers for 
the final result. The whole system 
would fit into a room 40x40 feet.

In Washington 


WASHINGTON.— — Forty-two 
hand-picked cadets from the Mili- 
tary Academy at West Point visited 
Washington recently as guests of 
the Department of the Army. Dur- 
ing the visit—conducted each year 
by the Army—the cadets were 
briefed on military and national 
affairs by ranking members of the 
government. 

The cadets, who arrived for a 
five day visit, were chosen from 
nearly 600 members of the cadet 
forum, an undergraduate group or- 
ganized in 1950 to provide an extra- 
curricular opportunity for cadets 
to study national and international 
affairs. The forum sponsors the 
Student Conference on United 


States Affairs at West Point, at- 
tended annually by representatives 
of over 60 colleges and universities 
in the States and Canada. 

The West Pointers had a quick 
tour of the Pentagon and attended 
morning lectures on the roles and 
missions of the Army, Navy, and 
Air Force in the*atomic era. They 
also sat in on afternoon sessions of 
the House and Senate and either 
visited their respective congress- 
men or the Library of Congress.

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Supergrade Assignments Do 
Well After a Shaky Start 


WASHINGTON.—The Army re- 
ported this week that “some initial 
misunderstanding” over name as- 
signment of the new supergrades of 
E-8 and E-9 has been “cleared up,” 
and that those positions would be 
incorporated in TOE’s and TD’s by 
30 September of this year. 

This was the first official hint 
that the name assignment program 
had encountered “some” trouble. 

However, the Army, in a fact 
sheet explaining the new super- 
grade system, maintained: 

“As of this date, all elements of 
the E-8 and E-9 assignments have 
been put into operation satisfac- 
torily. Some initial misunderstand- 
ing concerning the circumstances 
under which a requisition for these 
personnel should be submitted has 
been cleared up, and, in addition, 
guidance has been given concerning 
the MOS’ and duty positions to be 
used as E-8 and E-9 positions for 
requisitioning purposes. 

” ” +. 


“THE LATTER guidance was is- 
sued pending incorporation of these 
positions in TOE’s and TD’s. This 
should be accomplished by the end 





of the first quarter of Fiscal Year 


1960 (30 September), by which 
date the name assignment system 
for E-8 and E-9 personnel will have 
been completely implemented.” 

The Army, in a comprehensive 
statement on name assignments, ex- 
plained: 

“The added responsibilities, pay 
and prestige associated with en- 
listed grades E-8 and E-9 make it 
desirable that the assignment of 
these personne] be more stringently 
controlled than is possible through 
the automatic distribution system 
used for other enlisted personnel. 

“Department of the Army has, 
therefore, centralized the assign- 
ment of these personnel in a 
method resembling that currently 
in effect for officer personnel. The 
system for accomplishing this was 
established by DA Circular 6144 
dated 14 Oct. 1958.”

UNDER the system, it was added, 
permanent transfers of the two top 
grades are controlled by D.A. The 
Adjutant General now maintains 
a copy of the Enlisted Qualifica- 
tion Record of each E-8 and E-9.

KOWALSKI, in a long statement, 
made these points: 

@ Several thousand — enlisted 
men are working as mess-boys, 
short-order cooks, waiters and bar- 
tenders in officers’ messes, which 
are supposed to be self-supporting. 
Enlisted men are assigned there 
“for the good and obvious reason 
that if civilians were used this 
would entail higher club dues and 
more costly liquor and _ meal 
charges.” 

® The taxpayers are footing an 
estimated $30 to $40 million annual 
servant bill for senior officers, with 


some officers costing as much as 
$2500 a month for servants. 

@ Most enlisted men in menial 
jobs are hidden in some headquar- 
ters assignment. 

@ In preparing his charges, he 
had “the assistance of a fellow 
graduate of West Point who now 
holds a high position in the Army.” 

® Only one in four Army men is 
assigned to a division, Taking into 
account those in other combat-type 
units, there are still “well over 
half a million men serving in non- 
combat units in the Army, and an 
equivalent number similarly as- 
signed in the Navy and Air Force.”

TD Realignment Moved 


16,584 Men 


WASHINGTON. — The Army 
this week.took the wraps off a G-1 
conference it held recently and 
said, in effect, that Table of Or- 
ganization units were so out of 
kilter that it made 16,584 person- 
nel reassignments in the past year. 

And since 1953, it was officially 
reported, a total of “140,000 per- 
sonnel spaces (in TD units) have 
been made available for redis- 
tribution to areas of more effective 
utilization...’ 

The figures were made known in 
an “Information Data Sheet” on 
the G-1 conference held behind 
closed doors at the Pentagon on 30 
April and 1 May.

G-l’s of major commands and 
personnel representatives of the 
technical services attended the 
conference sponsored by the Dep 
uty Chief of Staff for Personnel in 
the Pentagon 

The data sheet added that “the 
session of 30 April was confined 
to a discussion of the Army Wel- 
fare Program Fiscal Year 1960.” 
There was no elaboration, whether 
the Army hopes to step up its pro- 
gram of sports and other welfare 
activities, or more important to 
the GI, eut it back. 


Last Year 


The 1 May session, it was dis- 
closed, dealt at great length with 
what was said to be “utilization of 
manpower.” It appeared that there 
have been surveys on top of sur- 
veys on the problem. 

The data sheet stressed: 

“The value of manpower surveys 
in the equitable distribution of 
manpower was emphasized.”

THEN, the figures were revealed 
as follows: 

“Since 1953, a total of 140,000

KOWALSKI HAMMERED

WASHINGTON. — Defense has 
asked Congress for a bill to allow 
service people to accept scholar- 
ships, fellowships and awards 
offered by colleges and non-govern- 
ment foundations.

In fact, under present law a mem- 
ber of the service would not be 
allowed to accept the Nobel Prize.

moving. On the other hand, how- 
ever, a commuted system, unless 
made variable, might not keep up 
with tariffs charged by movers so 
that families might be caught in 
an inflation squeeze. 

It was reported that Smith may 
order the study of the commuted 
rate system at about the same time 
he makes his decision on the new, 
modified plan to give service fami- 
lies the free choice of their own 
moving companies. 

The latter proposal has been the 
subject of behind-the-scenes con- 
troversy for months. 

Any decision would affect every 
man in all branches of the service, 
including the Army. The Navy and 
Air Force said that they were in 
favor of giving men a frée choice 
of movers while, it was reported, 
the Army was balking at the plan. 

At the present time, men have 
no choice of movers. Transfer 
companies are put on a rotation 
list and transportation officers as- 
sign movers on a rotating basis and 
a family moving household goods 
on PCS must accept the company 
assigned even though it might pre- 
fer another firm.

They also said that 
free choice would open up solicita- 
tion by movers and their agents to 
“an outlandish proportion,’ with 
both transportation officers and 
individual owners of furniture as 
targets. 

The independents also said that 
free choice might lead to rate wars 
that would be destructive to the 
industry as a whole. 

A DOD spokesman declared that 
“what we want is reasonable rates 
for the government and a fair re- 
turn to the carriers ... In case 
of a national emergency, our first 
need would be a good transporta- 
tion system.”

WITH 7TH INF. DIV., Korea— 
The Cannoneers of Delta Btry., 3ist 
Arty., recently fired the Honest 
John rocket dufing a night exer- 
cise at Camp Saint Barbara. The 
survey section was responsible for 
laying out the necessary points and 
the meteorological section pro- 
vided the weather data. The radar 
section followed the flight path of 
the rocket. 

Honest John had reached its des- 
tination a few seconds after it had 
left the launching rail. A free 
flight, solid propellant, field _artil- 
lery rocket, Honest John receives 
no guidance during flight and 
therefore follows a ballistic trajec- 
tory comparable to the trajectories 
of cannon-type artillery. 

Eight spin rockets reduce the «f- 
fects of thrust malalignment and 
four tail fins provide the stability 
of the rocket in flight.

THE 50 millionth vehicle built by Ford Motor Company in the “United 
_ States rolled off the line at the Dearborn asse: »ly plant recently. 
The “golden milestone” unit was a Ford passenger car. It took Ford 


Motor Company 55 years, 10 
months. and 13 days to build its 
first 50 million cars and trucks, 
The likelihood is it will take the 
eompany less than half that time 


to produce its next 50 million. 

It was appropriate the 50 mil- 
lionth vehicle should be produced 
in the Ford Division assembly 
plant at the company’s historic 
Rouge plant in Dearborn, Mich. 
More Ford cars have been built 
than any other make in history, 
and the Rotige’s assembly plant has 
produced more vehicles than any 
other existing company facility — 
almost 3,700,000 of them.

The end 
of the fabled Model T era came 
during thé period when Ford out- 
put totaled between 15 and 20 mil- 
lion vehicles. 

Due recognition was given the 
20 millionth Ford vehicle, a Model 
A town sedan produced in 1931. 
With World War II delaying things 
for a number of years, the 40 mil- 
lionth unit was not produced until 
1953, ‘the company’s golden anni- 
versary year. 

Until 1922, when Henry Ford pur- 
chased the Lincoln Motor Company. 
he manufactured only Ford passen- 
ger cars and trucks. Mercury was 
added to the line in 1938 and Edsel 
in 1957.

NEW YORK.—General Mofors’ 
dollar sales in the first quarter of 
1959 were up 18 percent from the 
corresponding quarter a year ago, 
the Corporation’s quarterly report, 
released by Chairman Frederic G. 
Donner and President John F. Gor- 
don, has disclosed. 

Reflecting the higher level of 
business activity in the United 
States and improved consumer con- 
fidence, first quarter dollar sales 
of all GM products increased to 
$3,206 million from $2,721 million 
a year ago. ; 

“General Motors sales during the 
first three months of 1959 were 
maintained at a relatively constant 
level. During the three compa- 
rable months of last year, sales de- 
clined steadily as the effects of the 
recession in the U.S. were felt,” 
Messrs. Donner and Gordon said.

WORLD-WIDE Units sales of 
cars and trucks increased 15 per- 
cent during the 1959 quarter from 
the same period of 1958, the report 
disclosed. Earnings and employ- 
ment also were up. The gains were 
made despite reduced defense 
sales, which were at the lowest 
level since 1950, the year Korean 
hostilities began. 

Net income for the first quarter 
of 1959 was $293 million. 

Earnings on the common stock, 
after deducting dividends on the 
preferred stocks, were equivalent 
to $1.03 per share in the 1959 first 
quarter.

Sunny Latin America 
Ideal for Camera Fan 


ANT to collect a ‘healthy 
dividend on your vacation 
travel investment? 

Take along a camera or two 
and store up the beauties and 
thrills of your trip. 

This is particularly true of Latin 
America — the Bahamas, Central 
and South America and the islands 
of the Caribbean—the lands of 
perpetual June where days when 
the sun does not shine are few 
and far between. 

The camera staff of Pan Ameri- 
can World Airways, which for 
three decades has been aiming 
cameras at beautiful tropical sights 
framed in lacy palm fronds, offers 
a few suggestions for first-visit 
amateur photographers—a sort of 
“Do’s and Dont’s” list for those 
who unlimber their cameras only 
when on a holiday. 

= * * 


FIRST, THEY SAY, learn how 
to use your particular camera. It 
does not have to be a fine, expen- 
sive professional model — many 
great pictures have been recorded 
with simple, cheap box cameras. 
Film is the cheapest item on your 
vacation expense list, so waste a 
few rolls at home before the trip 
and learn to get the best from your 
equipment. 

Of equal importance is the sug- 
gestion that you learn to respect 
the bright daylight of the tropics 
and semi-tropics. If you use a light 
meter, believe it! The sun really is 
that bright, so don’t second-guess 
it and over expose your pictures. 
Also — protect your film: don’t 
leave either new or exposed film 
lying around in the light. Keep it 
wrapped up in your bag. Buy 
“tropical pack” film if you can. Be 
particularly careful of color film. 

Light is but one part of film care. 
Heat and humidity can also do dam- 
age. 

If you plan to make color pic- 
tures, take along an extra—per- 
haps borrowed—camera. The best 
color shots are taken between 10 
a.m. and 3 p.m. and you will see 
many things you want to pho- 
tograph. Don’t chance having the 
wrong film in the camera when a 
fine scene becomes available. 

Protect your camera lens from 
salt air and ocean spray, which 
leave a deposit of fine salt crystals 
on the glass. They may not look 
important to the naked eye, but 
when magnified your finished pic- 
ture can appear to be photographed 
through a polka dot screen. Cover 
the lens when not in use with a 
lens cap or a filter. One of Pan 
Am’s photographers slips his 
camera into a plastic bag between 
shots when on fishing or sailing 
trips. 

If you are shooting movies, 
remember to “pan” your camera 
very slowly to give viewers a 
chance to see details. When your 
camera needs rewinding, take 
the next shots from a new posi- 
tion. Also, take shots of interest- 
ing signs, which can be used to 
“title” your film in continuity

Now that you are ready to shoot 
your pictures, what is there to 
record on film? 

“Foreign flavor” is always of 
interest and the many countries on 
Pan American’s vast network of 
Clipper routes through Latin 
America can offer you a near 
duplication of a trip throughout 
the world.

IMPORTANT DOGS 


How many of your friends are insured for 
$300,000—earn $1,000 a week—have appeared 
on 139 TV programs? 

If your answer is none, don’t feel bad. You're 
probably thinking of people and consequently bark- 
ing up the wrong species. 

The subject in each case above is a dog. 

One dog used to symbolize a bus line is the 
fabulous insuree. At her current weight, Lloyds 
of London has insured her at the rate of $4,000 
a pound. The grand-a-week worker? An invaluable 
collie named Lassie (who’d more correctly be called 
Laddie). The busy TV personality? Two canine 
aristocrats—Baron and Lady Wolfschmidt, who 
quite aside from their lucrative work posing for 
vodka ads, have spread their fame by letting 
themselves be admired on camera by such stars 
as Perry Como, Garry Moore, Jackie Gleason, Dave 
Garroway, Ernie Kovacs and Steve Allen, to name 
a few. 

Ever since some clever Neolithic hunter discov- 
ered that a certain kind of wolf could be trained 
to help him hunt, the doghas been a highly valued 
companion to man. But not until a handsome 
German Shepherd named Rin Tin Tin hit the 
movies in the 1920’s and began to receive a million 
fan letters a year did dogs get the royal treatment. 

In between, man’s best friend has been used to 
get him food, sales—even rain! Any animal who 
can do all that deserves to be the center of some 
solid superstitions. And the dog is. 

The Eskimos, for example, once believed that 
any dog could turn into a dashing young man at 
night—providing the maiden destined for him was 
brave enough to kiss him in his canine form. 


Canine-liness is just below holiness, the ancient 
Greeks believed; they kept sacred dogs that were 
supposed to heal patients by licking them! -In 
Kumaon, dogs—believed to be special pets of the 
gods—were purposely deprived of water during 
severe droughts. Their thirsty howling, it was rea- 
soned, would arouse heavenly pity—and rain. 

Over the centuries, many dogs have made repu- 
tations for themselves. Alexander the Great is said 
to have founded a city called Peritas in memory 
of a favorite dog of that:name. In his book, “Nat- 
ural History,” the Roman historian Pliny tells the 
story of a dog that brought to justice the murderer 
of its master, Montargis. Having witnessed the 
crime, the dog visited the murderer’s home every 
night for weeks and whimpered. Unable to catch 
the dog, the assassin—close to insanity—confessed 
everything to the authorities. 

Perhaps the most heroic dog of all time was 
Balto, the Alaskan husky who plodded through 
more than 75 miles of raging blizzard to deliver 
the necessary serum that saved several lives. A 
statue to the intrepid canine stands today in New 
York’s Central Park.

"TEACHING your wife to drive can be a pleasant 

and rewarding experience, and somewhere in this 
land there may even be someone who has found 
it so. For the rest of us I have formulated a set of 
rules to make the whole experience as painless as 
possible for the husband. Now there may be cases 
where a wife has taught her husband, but those 
poor fellows are beyond our help. 

The husband must approach the problem fully 
cognizant of what he is up to.”

PpiAno SIDES: Two of the more 
interesting jazz records re- 
leased this month are by pianists 
Bill Evans and Gene Rodgers. 
They play quite differently but 
each plays well in his own way. 

Evans is a current favorite with 
a good many self-styled “modern- 
ists” and his second LP, incor- 
rectly labeled “Everybody Digs 
Bill Evans” (Riverside 12-291), 
offers more reasons why than 
did his first LP for the same label. 
Although bitten by the bop bug as 
a youngster, Evans, 29, is now do- 
itig much more than merely trans- 
lating Charlie Parker phrases to 
the piano. He strikes me as an 
unusual “modern” piano player 
because he is very much con- 
cerned with tone, touch, and 
other pianistic matters as well as 
with what’s hip at the moment. 
His playing is characterized by a 
high degree of originality and 
care. 

If you are looking for some- 
thing that is not only different 
but worthwhile I suggest you hear 
this LP. And the recorded sound 
is excellent, as is customary with 
Riverside. 

Rodgers has been around for a 
long time. He recorded with 
King Oliver when he was 16, 
worked with Benny Carter in Eng- 
land in the thirties, and was the 
pianist. on Coleman Hawkins’ 
deservedly famous Bluebird rec- 
ord of “Body and Soul.” Although 
his playing may be criticized by 
some for being too imitative of 
Art Tatum, Rodgers, now 44, is in- 
deed a pleasure to hear in this 
day and age when so many piano 
players cannot play the piano. 

Gene’s first solo LP is “Jazz 
Comes to the Astor” (Mercury 
36154). The LP is recommend- 
ed. Rodgers is a far, far better 
pianist than dozens who are in- 
cluded in “The Encyclopedia of 
Jazz” and Mercury’s jazz producer 
Jack Tracy deserves credit for 
bringing Rodgers and his Trio to 
the attention of a national audi- 
ence. Jazz today badly needs more 
no-nonsense professionals like 
Rodgers. 

Another recent pianist LP, by 
Freddie Gambréll (World Pacific 
1256), will probably receive high 
praise from others, as did his first 
record. The liner notes err, how- 
ever, in the second paragraph. 
Critical approval for the young- 
ster’s first LP was not “unani- 
mous.” 

* * 

ONE OF the best Dixieland LPs 
I have heard in a long, long time 
(there is so much inferior Dixie 
being recorded today) is by clari- 
netist Matty Matlock and company 
(Four - Button Dixie, Warner 
Brothers 1280). This has fire and 
wallop. Trumpet playing by swing 


era veterans John Best and Shorty 
Sherock is vigorous and driving 
and clean and all hands (including 
Eddie Miller on baritone rather 
than tenor sax, trombonist Abe 
Lincoln, guitarist George Van 
Eps) plays well. “You've Got To 
See Mama Ev'ry Night” is nearly 
worth the price of the record 
alone. And note the expert chord- 
ed guitar chorus by Eps on “Ma- 
ma’s*Gone, Goodbye.” You sel- 
dom hear guitar played like this 
any more and more’s the pity.

IN BRIEF: Terry Gibbs, a fine 
musician best known as an unre- 
lenting swinger of the first rank, 
offers what is loosely known as a 
“mood music” set (More Vibes on 
Velvet, Mercury 36148). Terry is 
backed by a reed section. Pleas- 
ant is the word. . : . Which is also 
the word for a similarly typical 
Jack Teagarden set called “Shades 
of Night” (Capitol 1143) 

Jonah Jones plays pretty for the 
people'on “I Dig Chicks” (Capi- 
tol 1193). Marchetta is one of the 
best things on the set and proves 
again that Jonah is a first-rate 
trumpet player. But I’d like to 
hear Jonah with more challenging 
company for a change. On the 
cover, an Anita Ekberg type in a 
sweater makes certain that the 
record is apt to be displayed in a 
prominent place in record stores. 
The Gibbs record mentioned 
above may also profit from those 
crazy vibes he’s playing on the 
cover. 2

Wonder What’s Become of Sally.” 

Another pleasing new vocal LP 
finds Rosemary Clooney backed 
by the Buddy Cole Trio (Swing 
Around Rosie, Coral 57266). Lots 
of good old tunes here including 
’Deed I Do, You Took Advantage 
of Me and Sing You Sinners. @ 


CLASSICAL 


Good fun and a little exercise 
can be had from RCA Victor’s 
“Music for Frustrated Conduc- 
tors”, which comes complete with 
baton and instructions to the 
amateur who has yearned to lead 
the traditional 100 men (LM-2325, 
$4.98). Not surprisingly, the 
works are standard with the foot- 
tapping crowd. There are arrayed 
three orchestras and pieces by

Rodgers, Chabrier, Tchaikowsky, 
Bizet, and Strauss. The recording 
is hi-fi and clean . . . Two Bee- 
thoven piano sonatas (Opp. 109 
and 110) are played with fine 
technique by Ernst Levy (Kapp 
KCL-9019, $3.98). The pianist’s 
dynamic range provides a wide 
spectrum for his _ interpretive 
ideas, as well as a felicitously 
clear pianistic style. The fidelity 
of piano tone is remarkable. In- 
terpretively, Serkin or Gieseking 
might be preferred. This is, how- 
ever, a fine record. *

Seen at Bragg 


DETROIT.—A light-weight, all- 
aluminum truck possessing the 
cross-country versatility of a tank 
that can float and be parachuted 
from the air, designed and built for 
the U.S. Army by Chrysler Cor- 

ration, was demonstrated recent- 

before Army officials at Fort 
Bragg, N.C. 

The vehicle was developed under 
a contract administered by the De- 
troit Ordnance District, and in co- 
operation with the Ordnance Tank 
Automotive Command. 

The exceptional light weight 
ef the truck permits the vehicle 
to float, yet carry a load of 5000 
pouitds without potential travel 
delays caused by water barriers 
er bridge crossings. Engineers 
cite this as a decided military ad- 
vantage since, under actual com- 
bat conditions, the truck can 
avoid bridges which are natural 
targets:for enemy fire. 

Eight independently sprung 
wheels, together with wide section 
low pressure tires, give the truck 
the cross-country versatility of a 
tank® or track-laying carrier. 
Ground pressure under the tires, 
Chrysler Defense Operations’ en- 
gineers report, is lower than that 
of tanks and many tracklaying ve- 
hicles, yet maintenance costs are 
substantially lower and the vehicle 
ean operate at highway speeds, an 
advantage not shared by track-lay- 
ing carriers. 

Advanced design and _ unitized 
construction integrating body and 
chassis makes it ‘possible for the 
truck to carry a greater payload in 
proportion to its overall weight 
than is the case with other ground 
vehicles. On cross-country opera- 
tions the truck can carry two- 
thirds of its own weight in men 
and weapons as against one-third 
to one-half in the case of vehicles 
currently used. 

This aluminum truck is one of a 
family of three prototype vehicles 
being developed by Chrysler Cor- 
poration for the Army which will 
use identical components for 4 
wheel, 6-wheel, and 8-wheel drive 
ynits.

New Uniform 
Being Abused 


EUROPE: Without intending to 
dredge up the jump boys’ bloused 
trouser ‘ versus the non-jumper 
straight-leg controversy, I feel that 


the regulations covering the wear- 
ing of the uniform should be re- 
vised, and the occasion when and 
how it will be worn clearly deline- 
ated. 

Obviously, Army Greens were de- 
signed as a dress uniform for the 
enlisted man, and not intended for 
field wear or fatigue duty. How- 
ever, I have seen this fine garment 
used for both. 

For example, at the Association 
of the U.S. Army convention in ’58 
soldiers dressed in class A_ uni- 
forms were detailed from a nearby 
installation for the purpose of mov- 
ing and erecting displays. The 
driver of the wrecker towing dis- 
play equipment from Fort Myer 
was required to wear a similar uni- 
form. Since the day was hot and 
the work difficult and at times 
dirty, the uniforms were not in very 
good condition by the time work 
was completed. 

In Europe I have observed 
guards performing duty in remote 
(and muddy) depot storage areas 
dressed in the Army Green uniform 
with helmet liner, web equipment | ¢ 
and combat boots. This is just about 
as sensible as requiring heavy 
equipment -operators to wear a 
dinner jacket and sports slacks 
when performing their duties. 

This abuse of clothing is particu- 
larly deplorable since the soldier 
is issued adequate field and fatigue 
clothing for such occasions. Not 
only does its misuse result in the 
rapid deterioration of the uniform 
but it also places a burden on the 
soldier who must foot the mainten- 
ance and replacement costs. 

Commanders’ aversion to the en- 
listed man’s overcoat is difficult to 
understand. Why troops are re- 
quired to participate in parades 
and stand guard during inclement 
weather without this garment is 
one of the mysteries of the military 
mind. For example, during the 
winter of ’58-’59 I participated in, 
or observed seven parades. Al- 
though rain or sleet fell during 
three of these ceremonies and the 
temperature was below 40 degrees 
in all seven, the overcoat was not 
prescribed. Consequently, an epi- 
demic of respiratory infections fol- 
lowed 

The wearing of the OG trousers 
without the outer shell, or in place 
of the shell during field exercises 
in Europe is another example of 
clothing abuse for which comman- 
ders are responsible. Commanders 
evidently forget that during maneu 
vers soldiers must travel through 
wet brush and mud, as well as 
maintain and operate equipment. 
The OG wool trouser quickly ab- 


sorbs dirt, grease and moisture 
which would be repelled by the 
cotton shell. Further, the cleaning 


of cotton trousers is much easier 
and less expensive than wool. 
Would not the troops take better 
care of their uniform and wear it 
with more pride if they were not 





required to abuse it “in line of 
duty.”

Vet Jobless Pay Hit March High 
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ARMY CHEMICAL CENTER, 
Md.—Ten deserters, awol from the 
Army since 1918, have been appre- 
hended and returned to the Army 
Chemical Center for final disposi- 
tion. Their fate, according to Army 
authorities, most likely will be a 
sentence of death. 

The culprits in this case are a 
supply of artillery shells, six of 
them filled with deadly mustard 
gas over 40 years ago but even to- 
day highly lethal. Four of the re- 
covered shells are of the more con- 
ventional high explosive and armor 
piercing type. 

The government originally sent 
the 10 shells to the Du Pont Co.’s 
Eastern Laboratory at Gibbstown, 
N.J., during War I, and asked the 
company to conduct special studies 
on them, When the tests were com- 
pleted in 1918, the shells were 
buried in a heavy barricade 10 feet 
underground in an isolated area of 
the laboratory grounds, At the 
time, this was deemed to be the 
safest means of disposal. 

Early last month, Brig. Gen. 
Harold Walmsley, commander of 
the Chemical Corps Materiel Com- 
mand at the Chemical Center, re- 
ceived a request from Du Pont ask- 
ing if the Chemical Corps could re- 
move them. Expansion plans and 
safety precautions for the labora- 
tory made removal of the danger- 
ous relics desirable, according to 
a Du Pont spokesman,

ON 22 APRIL, a small group of 
highly skilled Chemical Corps spe- 
cialists, under command of Capt. 
Donald Chesebrough of the Chemi- 
cal Corps Technical Escort Unit, 
began excavation operations at the 
Gibbstown site. 

By mid-morning the first of 10 
shells was located. Power shovel 
digging was determined too hazard- 
ous and the technical escorters, 
trained in location, identification 
and removal of toxics, took over 
the laborious process of shoveling 
by hand, probing and removing. 

By early afternoon all 10 of the 
sheils were safely exhumed and 
aligned in military fashion along 
the bank of the Delaware River. 

The shells were placed in spe- 
cial airtight containers of solution 
te insure against even the most

turned to the Chemical Center 
where they will be further ex- 
amined and destroyed after histori- 
cal and technical data are ob- 
tained.

THE SHELLS were all recover- 
ed in excellent condition. “Not a 
leaker in the bunch,” said team 
leader Chesebrough. “Before we 
have completed our examinations, 
we will have learned quite a bit 
about these old shells — all of it 
of importance to the Army Chemi- 
cal Corps.” 

Tech escorters are the Armed 
Forces’ foremost experts in such 
matters as handling and removal 
of dangerous war gases. 

The only such unit in the entire 
Defense Establishment, they are 
called on to perform special 
operations for the Navy and Air 
Force as well as remove long for- 
gotten shells which still occasion- 
ally turn up.

In answer to the major’s wife who has difficulty staying within a food budget of $32.50, — —_—_—— > ' on 
I would like to say if this amount is to be goer for food only (no cleaning materials, etc.), it} sa EEE TE 
should not prove to be a real problem. I hope my suggestions will help you. 








1. You are wise to shop on Satur- 
days. Usually close to closing time 
perishables are sold at reduced 
prices. Take advantage of this. 

2. Assuming that you shop at a 
commissary, buy as much GI food 
as possible. It is much cheaper and 
of good quality. Also look for the 
large cans and packages, which 
should be excellent for a family of 
six. 

3. Steer clear of frozen foods. 

_They are much more expensive 
than canned foods (except possibly 
the large economy packages). 

4. Buy GI bread. It costs only 11 
‘cents per loaf, compared to almost 
twice that for commercial brands. 

Now some food suggestions: 

To keep food expenses down, 
you should plan to use hamburger 
meat twice a week. One and a 
half to two pounds of hamburger 
meat makes six to eight good- 





sized hamburgers. Served on 
buns with a tossed salad and per- 
haps a jello dessert, this would 
met O60} GE NSS ee 


For the second hamburger din- 
ner, make either a meat loaf of two 
to three pounds, using leftover 
meat for sandwiches; or make 
spaghetti with meat balls or meat 
sauce. These’ are probably the 
most inexpensive meat dinners you 
can cook. 

Serve fish once a week. You 
can buy a 2-pound pack of fish 
for less than $1; which, with a 
vegetable and/or salad and pota- 
toes and possibly home-baked 
cake (mixes all cost about 30 
cents a package) keeps the cost 
under $2. 

I suggest you divide your $32.50 
by seven. Consider $4 per day, and

sary. You save about 10 cents 
per half gallon, as compared to 
home delivered milk. You may 
try to use powdered milk, espe- 
cially for cooking and baking. 

Fresh fruit and vegetables are 
expensive. Try to use dehydrated 
fruit (dried apple slices, peaches, 
etc.) for breakfast. Serve jello, 
puddings and packaged cake for 
dessert. 

Buy sugar, flour and other staples 
in the largest quantities available. 
Try to buy one item of staples each 
week (10 pounds of sugar, for in- 
stance), which will not constitute a 
large amount of money, but will 
keep you from running out of 
everything at the same time. 

I have a budget of $25 per week 
for a household of three from 
which I buy all food, plus cleaning 
items, dry cleaning, laundry; 
stamps, shoe repair and other small 
incidentals, and I do not find it 
hard to remain within that sum. 

Stay away from soft drinks and 
candy buying, buy the cool-aid en- 
velopes at three cents apiece, and 
you can make popsicles in an ice 
cube tray at practically no cost 
(and they taste just as good as the 
kind you buy for five or 10 cents at 
the store).

21st Gimlets Note 
Spanning of U.S. 
90 Years Ago 


SCHOFIELD BARRACKS, T.H. 
—Ninety years ago this week the 
21st Inf. became the first unit of 
the Army to cross the American 
continent by rail. 

At 3 p.m. on 10 May 1869, the 
21st was present at the laying of 
the last spike to join the Central 
Pacific and Union Pacific Railroads. 
The ceremony at Promontory 
Point, Utah, was highlighted by 
the unexpected arrival of the 21st 
Inf. Regt. on the train from the 
east, 

The 2ist Regiment was then be- 
ing assigned to the western United 
States for duty against the Indians 
in Arizona, 

According to historians, the Reg- 
imental Band provided music dur- 
ing the historic occasion—and the 
troops provided a police force to 
calm the boisterous westerners, 

The 2ist Inf, Gimlets are now 
stationed at Schofield Barracks as 
part of the 25th Inf, Div.

E ANNUAL Pro Patria Series 

of Switzerland will appear on 
June 1. The set consists of five 
Stamps, four of which will feature 
minerals, rocks and fossils. The 
other stamp, a five plus five value, 
shows a globe with the Swiss flag 
at opposite sides to symbolize that 
Swiss people have settled in all 
parts of the world. 

The ten plus ten stamp features 
a mineral occurring at Ponte Tresa 
in the canton of Ticino. The stamp 
is green, orange-red, and: brown. 

The twenty plus ten is bluish- 

green, yellow and gray. It shows 
tourmaline crystals, a mineral of 
various colors found in the granite 
zones of Switzerland. 
. The thirty plus ten is brown, 
bluish-violet and gray. It shows 
amethyst crystals, a kind of violet 
quartz which turns yellow when 
heated.. Amethyst comes from the 
Greek word “Amethystos” meaning 
remedy for drunkenness. The stone 
acquired this name in ancient times 
when it was used’ as an amulet 
against drunkenness. 

The forty plus ten Issue is blue, 
bluish-gray and gray. It shows a 
fossil discovered in a sandstone 
stratum in Holland by a naturalist 
from Switzerland. 

Proceeds of the surcharge are 
used to aid various welfare pro- 
grams.

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LACROSSE MEANS ACTION 


Rugged Old Indian Game 
Demands Complete Athlete 


By GEORGE MARKER 


Ws REDISCOVERED the sport of lacrosse last Satur- 
day at Maryland University’s Byrd Stadium, a game 
reputed to be'a favorite of the aborigines, later “refined” 
by the Canadian indians, and ultimately developed by 
Canada where it has become the national game: 


The contest, in Maryland’s new and spacious arena, pitted Army, 
national champions (40), against the Terrapins (9-0) with the 1959 
title probably riding on the outcome. Some 12,000 fans saw the thriller 
which was won by Maryland in a 17-16 squeaker. (The fact that 
3 ses: the Terps and alumni played football after the 
lacrosse game in this doubleheader may have con- 
tributed to the large attendance.) 

Those who have seen a lacrosse game will 
readily defend their position that it is the fastest 
game on two feet, with the dash of basketball and 
the crash of football. But it has become mollified 
when compared to the game once played by the 
Indians and tagged “baggataway.” 


The Indian technique called for crippling as 
many of the opposing players as possible by “acci- 
dental” smashes with the stick, and then, when 
the able-bodied opposition had been whittled down, 
played the game as it should be played. 

Teams ranged from 75-200 men on a side. Medicine men were 
the referees .. . and, generally were posted at the goal lines. If 
either chose to wander, or became absent-minded and went for a 
hike, the line moved right along with him. Often the line shifted 
from five to ten miles in the course of play. 

The first match on record was played between teams of Iroquois 
and Algonquin Indians in 1834 in Montreal. In the U.S., lacrosse was 
introduced officially in the 1880s on the Boston Common and, prior 
to the upsurge of football popularity, the sport held sway in 30 of 
our leading colleges. 





* + * 


TODAY, the game is played from Maine to Florida, but enjoys 
its greatest popularity in and around Baltimore where crowds of 
10,000 are normal when two good schools meet. -A doubleheader in 
the city’s stadium once drew 20,000, but the largest turnout on record 
occurred at the 1932 Olympics in Los Angeles as 150,000 saw three 
international lacrosse contests. 


While baseball need not fear that its sovereignty is being endan- 
gered, there is good reason to believe that lacrosse, ifepressed, could 
gain national recognition. 


This is especially true today when soft living habits have re- 
sulted in muscle deterioration, and have caused us te become a 
second class power where health is concerned. The President’s 
Youth Fitness Committee could do worse in its attempts to restore 
tone to the nation’s flabby muscles than to promote lacrosse as they 
do in Canada ... at an early age. 


Earlier, we mentioned that lacrosse players combined the qualities 
of trackmen, cagers and gridders . . . but that isn’t all. We also saw 
snatches of baseball, fericing, tennis, hockey and boxing. A lacrosse 
player, as we saw it; is a complete athlete whose condition and re- 
flexes are unsurpassed in =" other sport.

FOR THE UNINITIATED, here is the makeup of a lacrosse team 
and some statistics about the game and playing field: 

There are ten men on a team, composed of a goalkeeper, point, 
cover point, first defense, second defense, center, first attack, second 
attack, inside home and outside home. The field is 80 yards long, 
with 15 additional yards of clear space behind each goal (a net), 
and width of the field is between 60 and 70 yards. The crosse (the 
netted portion) is triangular and about one foot wide. It is woven of 
rawhide, gut, clock string or linen cord. The ball is made of India- 
rubber sponge and is about the size of a tennis ball. The players 
wear football-type helmets, cleated shoes, basketball-type shorts, 
or trousers for the goalie. 

The officials are a referee and judge, and the team’ scoring 
the most goals—each counting one point—is the winner. In event 
of a tie, a five-minute overtime is played.

IT WASN’T too difficult to go overboard on the game and its 

players, for this is the kind of action we saw: 

An Army player, attackman Bob Miser, had the ball on an 
outside play behind the goal and he was being guarded (as in basket- 
ball). After feinting a pass a few times, he eluded the guards, but 
Maryland’s defensemen converged on him and hacked away at his 
stick and nearly jostled him to the floor. Cooly, he kept cradling the 
ball as he moved in front of the cage and then fired a ‘score past 
the goalie. 

Another time, Maryland, the attacking team used a criss-cross, 
give-and-go technique to work the ball downfield. When the defense 
tightened, the ball handler went in back of the cage and waited for an 
offensive man to shake him loose. When he did, the pass was true

Device Utilizing Satellites 
For Rescue Jobs Proposed 


ALBUQUERQUE, N.M.— 
A device.for search and rescue 
of lost or stranded vehicles 
using space satellites to pro- 
vide rapid and _ world-wide 
coverage was proposed by 
Space Electronics Corp. of 
Glendale, Calif. 

Frank W. Lehan, executive vice 
president of the company, an- 
nounced the idea here in a key- 
note speech before the Seventh 
Region Conference and .Electronic 
Exhibit of the Institute of Radio 
Engineers. According to Lehan, 
his corporation is now conducting 
preliminary work on such a device 
which is called SARUS — Search 
and Rescue Using Satellites. 

The device should be able to 
search and find, for subsequent 
rescue, ‘virtually any type vehicle 
within one mile of its location. 
Typical vehicles might be missile 
nose cones, space capsules or con- 
ventional aircraft and ships. 

Provided with a subminiature 
radio transmitter, such vehicles 
could send signals in time of trou- 
ble, operating on aff international 
distress frequency in the UHF re- 
gion. Only a few millawatts of 
power could be required. 

Several satellites, perhaps six, 
circling a thousand miles above the 
earth in polar orbit could receive 
such signals and record them for 
later transmission to ground sta- 
tions, 

By use of a special technique, 
termed doppler, the satellites could 
not only pick up incoming signals 
but could measure the relative fre- 
quencies. The rate of change of 
this doppler frequency provides 
the information necessary to find 
the location of the soaght vehicle 
in relation to the satellite. The 
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highest rate of change is at the 
point of closest approach; the more 
rapid the change in frequency, the 
closer the distance. 

The satellite could record these 
doppler findings on a tape which 
also records time signals. Time 
pinpoints the location of the satel 
lite. 

Stations at fixed points on the 
ground could interrogate the satel 
lites as they come into radio range. 
If carrying any recordings, the 
satellite would transmit them to 
these stations. 

By knowing the exact location of 
the satellite, as provided by the 
time signals on tape, analysis of 
the doppler findings could locate 
the sought vehicle within a mile, 
Lehan believes. 


Since satellites have a high van 
tage point and orbiting speeds of 
some 18,000 mph, they can search 


broad areas in short times. 

“SARUS is an excellent exam 
ple of the worthwhile — even hu- 
manitarian — applications, other 
than military, that space explora- 
tions offer,” he observed. 

Space Electronics has worked 
for several months on this concept 
and has filed patent application. 
Its preliminary work has covered 
paper studies on degrees of accur 
acy in target location, and weight 
and size of equipment.

In the most recent tests, an air- 
craft fuel cell in a wing section 
simulating transport aircraft was 
slammed into a solid sandbag bar- 
rier at a speed approaching 100 
miles per hour. The result was a 
30-G impact, but the new tank, con- 
structed of rubberized nylon, did 
not burst or shower its fuel.

THE absolutely fundamental 
character of General Bradley’s 
observation seems to have dropped 
from the view of those who are 
today taking the chiefs of two of 
our three military services to task 
for the statements they have been 
making before the Congress con- 
cerning the state of this country’s 
military defenses... If anyone is to 
be taken to task it should be those 
who fail to see that dependence 
on a deterrent strategy creates a 
rigidity in our national posture that 
leaves only two possible responses 
to an international challenge— 
either the unacceptable nuclear ex- 
change or the ignominious “disen- 
gagement.” 

A viable national strategy re- 
quires an Army equipped, manned, 
organized, and provided with the 
tactics to enable the nation to ap- 
ply the varying degrees of limited 
force required to meet the variety 
of aggressions employed by our 
enemy. 

There is adequate testimony 
available to the public to demon 
strate that our defense effort is in 
a state of imbalance. We have de- 
veloped our nuclear deterrent into 
an awesome weapon of apparently 
high efficiency. But how much 
force is required to retaliate effec 
tively? 

Recent statements by General 
Taylor and Admiral Burke before 
Congress contend that this capa- 
bility has been over-developed, that 
we have sufficient strength mar- 
shalled to “kill” the Soviet Union 
many times over in spite of any 
losses that could conceivably be 
inflicted upon us. On the other 
hand the Navy is faced with the 
obsolescence of a large proportion 
of its ships and lacks a significant 
anti-submarine warfare capability. 
The Army has repeatedly asked for 
funds to modernize its active forces 
and the National Guard as well as 
the authority to maintain combat 
ready forces on a scale commen- 
surate with our national commit- 
ments. 

Assuming for the moment that 
these funds requested by the Army 
were to be made available, what 
hardware would it purchase and is 
it organized to cope with the de; 
mands of today’s battlefield?

NEW DEVELOPMENTS pro- 
vides the reader with the informa- 
tion about the Army’s weapons, 
tactics, organization, and equip- 
ment from which he can develop 
his own answers to the question. 


The author, Marvin L. Worley Jr., 
an infantry major, has_ written 
what is essentially a digest having 
as its basic purpose the presenta- 
tion of a condensed picture of 
weapon developments that have 
either reéently been made standard 
or whose progress gives promise of 
early operational availability. 
Author Worsley’s effort is com- 
prehensive within the limits im- 
posed by security classification. He 


of the combat arms as well as 
touching on the organization and 
tactics employed by infantry and 
armor formations. Army aviation 
is discussed in detail and sections 
are devoted to engineer, signal, 
chemical and quartermaster equip- 
ment. 

The briefest but most significant 
part of the book is devoted to the 
means by which the Army seeks to 
bring together in a purposeful meld 
‘the new ideas and techniques of 
the scientists with the tactical doc- 
trine and ecrganizational concepts 
‘developed by its military men.

IT HAS BEEN POPULAR in the 
past to point out that “the gen- 
erals” fight the next war with the 
weapons and equipment of the last. 
Tom Wintringham writing in The 
Story of Weapons and Tactics says 
of World War I: 

“All the technical means for end- 
ing this helplessness were present 
early in the war; the gasoline en- 
gine, the caterpillar tractor, the 
idea of an armored vehicle capable 
of crossing trenches and standing 
machine gun fire, the aeroplane 
and the light machine gun were 
all available. “What was not avail- 
able was the idea of war as a chang- 
ing art of science affected by every 
change in the techniques of pro- 
duction and transport, and inevit- 
ably out of date if these techniques 
were not employed to the full.” 

The organization by the Army 
of the Combat Developments Sys- 
tem which Worley briefly sketches 
is symptomatic of the Army’s ur- 
gent drive to stay in the van of 
the rapid technological onrush of 
the mid-20th Century. The key- 
stone of this system is the Combat 
Developments Objectives Guide, a 
document designed to provide the 
overall guidance for future de- 
velopment of operations, organiza- 
tions and equipment for the Army 
in the field. 

The basic premise of this publi- 
cation is to stretch the state of the 
art by stating to the hardware de- 
veloping agencies qualitative ma- 
teriel requirements which are 
based on the most advanced tech- 
nology. At the same time, these 
materiel requirements have been 
related to the Army’s future opera- 
tional and organizational concepts. 

“ « “ 


I WOULD IMAGINE that New 
Developments has been placed on 
the Chief of Staff’s Reading List 
because it points out very succinct- 
ly the integrated nature of the 
Army’s research and development 
program. But additionally, it pro- 
vides a most useful campendium of 
current Army equipment and tac- 
tics as well as a handy review of 
trends and new departures in such 
areas as guided missiles, battlefield 
surveillance, communications, and 
rifle markmanship. 

Anyone who has been in an as- 
signment which has taken him 
away from the mainstream of the 
Army will find this book most help- 
ful and, with a little analysis, 
thought provoking. 

For instance, the book plunges 
almost immediately into artillery 
weapons and an exposition of the 
Army’s efforts with guns, rockets 
and guided missiles. -One is im- 
pressed by the array of various 
types of missiles shown and by the

During 
World War Il, the Army procured 88,000 tanks, 635,000 jeeps, 812,000 
deuce-and-a-half trucks, 750,000 pairs of binoculars, 25-billion rounds of 
30-cal. ammunition and 6.5-million rifles. It also purchased 28-million 
pairs of boots, 260-million pairs of underpants, 30-million .canteen cups, 
29-millioh cans of foot powder, 11-million clinical thermometers, 95,000 
railway cars and 7500 locomotives. American factories turned out 
231,000 airplanes. 

All this, despite the fact that in 1940, according to Secretary of 
War Stimson, “We didn’t have enough powder in the whole United 
States to last the men we now have overseas (in 1943)-for anything 
like a day’s fighting .. .” b ‘ a 


THIS TREMENDOUS procurement effort required considerable ad- 
vance planning. After examining the record 15 years later, author 
Smith feels that despite lack of funds and personnel, “the Army’s pre- 
war plans were realistic and thorough.” 

Smith goes into the complexities of the procurement program. It 
resulted in huge shifts of population, with major social changes. ~ It 
eatsed labor shortages in some areas, crowded children out of school 
—_ resulted in ee of many materials and preducts. 

A program of this size and complexity was bound te result in 
scandals, but Smith points out that these never appreached the scan- 
dals following World War I. 

Complicating the problems was the need to cancel large-scale 
contracts in mid-operation, as a result of changing fortunes of war. 
By mid-1943, this book tells us, “the cumulative dollar value of War 
Department contract cancellations for World War Il — made necessary 
by changing-military requirements, shortages of materials, and other

circumstances — exceeded the department’s total for its entire World 
War I experience.” 

These cancellations required adjustments for inventory, wasted 
machine tools, partly used factories, lost profits and similar factors. 
The Army thus found itself wrapped in business dealings on a scale 
undreamed of only a few years before.

THE AUTHOR concludes this study by saying: 

“The mistakes, shortcomings, and failures in the planning and 
execution of the nation’s war production program — on the part of the 
Army as of all other agencies — were many and varied. Victory in 
World War II, on the home front as in the fields of battle, did not come 
easily or without its portion of error, waste, and tragedy. Nor were the 
permanent effects of the war on the nation’s economy all desirable. 
But the broad pattern of the war production effort, in its methods as 
well as its results, was unquestionably one of success. 

“To many observers in mid-passage the wartime program appeared 
to be constantly taking the wrong course. Yet, like the progress of a 
skillfuly directed sailing vessel which in crossing the ocean must con- 
stantly tack before changing winds, the course of the war program 
when seen in large perspective was surprisingly direct.”

— Top pay 
grades E-8 and E-9, with new titles 
and insignia for noncommissioned 
officers and specialists, are being 
introduced into the Army Reserve 
and National Guard starting in 
June 1959, the Department of the 
Army announced last week. 

The new pay grades went into 
effect for the active forces a year 
ago with the passage of the Mili- 
tary Pay Bill by the 85th Congress. 

Pay grades E-8 and E-9 will be 
used to accommodate key leader 
ship positions in the Reserve 
Components similar to that of the 
Active Army, such as first ser 
geants, sergeants major and posi 


tions occupied by technically quali | 


fied NCOs in critical areas and se- 
lected critical specialist personnel. 

Promotions® into the newly 
authorized grades will be phased 


over three years, with initial pro- | 


motions being limited to pay grade 
E-8 for personnel selected to occupy 
first sergeant and sergeant major 
positions. The phasing of subse- 
quent promotions into other key 
leadership and critical specialist 
positions will be initiated during 
Fiscal Year 1961. 


The titles for non-commissioned 
officers of these two grades are 
the same for both the Active and 
Reserve Components of the Army.
